Passing Periods 


Passing Period n. L The 
time during which large groups of 
students are allowed to go to and 
from their assigned areas on the 
campus. 2. A certain amount 
of time to get from one class to 
the next before it starts. 3. A 
time for students to hang out 
with friends. 4. A time to 
go to the bathroom without 
missing classes. 5. A time 
for students to let out their 
talkative side if they can’t 
talk during class. 

It is obvious that 
seven minutes is not 
enough time to get from 
one class to another 
based on the large 
amount of late students 
to their classes. So the 
unanswered question here 
is ‘Why is 7 minutes too 
short of a time to get from 
one class to the next?’

On Friday, March 25th, 
2011, students, faculty, and guests 
met together in the gym to honor 
and celebrate the life of David 
Allyn Hooper. The many that 
came were privileged to hear 
recollections and tributes from 
Armijo High School teacher, 
Lori Rockwell and from 
Mr. Hooper’s wife, Stacie 
Hooper. 

Mr. Hooper has 
been a beloved chemistry 
teacher at Armijo High 
School since he joined 
the science department 
staff in 2002. Though 
many students knew him 
as a science teacher, few 
knew how much science 
has been a part of his life. 
From a young age, Mr. 
Hooper excelled in math 
and science. “His quick 
wit and mental gymnastics 
served him well in school 
academically.”* 

Science continued to 


influence his life as he worked hard to 
obtain his Bachelor’s of Science degree in 
Biology from UC Davis. 

As he grew older, chemistry and 
physics continued to interest him and he 
decided to continue in his education. And as 
he continued this pursuit in both chemistry 
and physics, he met his wife, Stacie, in a 
physics class. They married on March 27 th, 
1993. 

After exploring other occupations, 
Mr. Hooper once again was influenced by 
his love of science and became a teacher 
here at Armijo High School. With his 
enthusiasm for education, participation in 
spirit days, and bright attitude, he was a 
valued staff member throughout his career. 
When he learned of diagnosis of stage four 
colon cancer in 2007, he tried to stay in die 
classroom as much as possible. One of the 
things diat helped him through his treatment 
was “his love of teaching and his students”.* 
Mr. Hooper passed away on March 3rd, 

201 1 . Long after his passing, he will be 
remembered as an exemplary person whether 
as a teacher, colleague, or friend.

The New Library 


Books have always been referred to as 
keys to the imagination, or open doors 
to new worlds. Since 1961, the Armijo 
High School library has done a 
wonderful job sheltering those books 
and providing a calm, comfortable 
environment for all the students 
that look for a place to enjoy a 
story or study. For all it’s hard 
work, our library is about to 
be rewarded and Armijo will 
possess a brand new library, 
located in the annex area next 
to the softball fields. 

The library has been 
unsuitable for the number of 
students that attend Armijo, 
the state requirement being 
9,000 square feet, ours 
standing at 4,000 square feet. 
The new library will stand 
at 14,000 square feet and is 
scheduled to open sometime 
in the first week of May 2011. 
The construction of the library 
is funded by Measure C, who 
was provided with $200 million 
in 2002 for funding for District 
schools. The funds were to be 


used for school renovations and construction 
projects throughout the FairfiekFSuisun area. 
Their completed projects range from the new 
Rolling Hills elementary school to the turf field at 
Fairfield High, and have many more planned for 
the upcoming years. The Armijo library is said to 
be the first of the many renovations that are to 
take place for the “new look” of Armijo, which 
will include 2'Story classroom buildings, a new 
gymnasium, kitchen, performing arts room, and 
numerous other projects. 

The new library will have space to 
occupy 120 students, a projection room complete 
with whiteboards and smartboards, 3 study rooms 
widi 40 inch plasma screens, 30 computers in 
a computer room that can seat 60 students, 
space for 30,000 books, bathrooms, a workroom 
containing a lamination machine and paper 
cutters for student and teacher use, 3 seating 
areas, a larger office for the librarians, a media 
room and a textbook room. The ceilings in the 
new library are also made with clear coated wood 
so that sunlight will be able to travel through on 
sunny days to conserve electricity and energy. 
Teachers, students, and especially the librarians 
are ecstatic for the new library and the beginning 
of a new Armijo High School campus to resurface 
in the near future.

FOOTBALL 


On September 6, 1995 Coach Singer got a call from the Athletic 
director, Dave Mareshal, about joining us here at Armijo High School. Singer 
then came to take the assiatant job for baseball, and football, in the 1995 
seasons. Where he then took over the head spot the next syears. After two 
years as an assistant, Singer took over as head coach from Jerry Glassmaker 
in 1998, and a year later the Indians produced their first winning season 
since 1986. Armijo finished above .500 in five of the next seven seasons and 
didn’t have a losing season in eight straight campaigns, a string of success 
unseen by the purple and gold since their glory days of the 1930s. 

In 13 seasons as head football coach, Singer’s amassed a 57-70-1 
record, peaking at 51-40-1 four games into the 2007 season before finishing 
with a 6-30 slide. Armijo coach Mike Singer and longtime assistant Keith 
Piel. Regardless of ups and downs, "I could hardly wait to get to work ever) 
day,” said Singer, who came to the school from St. Mary’s of Stockton - he 
still lives in San Joaquin County -- and also serves as varsity baseball coach 
retiring Singer one win shy of tying Buck Bailey’s school record of 58 career 
wins. Singer’s accomplishments is that he made Armijo football relevant 
again. Sandwiched between his first season (1-8-1) and his last, the Indians 
were 56-53-2 and likely would’ve made the playoffs five times if the current 
playoff system was in place during his entire tenure. 

“I’ve enjoyed the kids at Armijo, I’ve enjoyed the faculty, I’ve enjoyed 
teachers. Everybody loves to pick on me retiring.” 

Even during his worst season going 0-10, coach Singer said every day 
was enjoyed. "It’s a Profession it’s what I do. I’m a coach, of course I love 
what I do.” When asked what he would miss the most? Singer replied that 
“The young boys and girls at Armijo have been the best, always supporting 
and cheering no matter what the score is. They’re the best.” A man of 
proffession and respect coach singer will be missed forever. 


On the last game of the year Armijo 
boys and girls cheered and made 
posters all over campus, celebrating 
there thanks for long time coach 
Singer. Coach Singer spent 15 years 
at the Varsity football coach postion 
with a recored of 56-5 3'2.

Siignal are inspired by previous articles 
as well as suggestions from the editors based 
on popular topics at the time. 

e In addition to writing for die Signal, 
students are also given a chance to 
earn their grade by selling advertisement 
space to local businesses. Advertising is die 
sole source of funding for die paper, so it is 
a vital part of it’s success. 

o Some stories are often “faght for” or 
more desired than others. Students 
who are new to the class usually have first 
choice. Turning in assignments early or on 
time is also rewarded with first choice of 
story in the next month’s issue. 

Journalism is 2 class periods of 
students who all contribute to the 
Signal in a variety of ways. In total, 35 
students are enrolled in the 2 classes. An 
additional five to ten students contribute to 
the signal widi stories, interviews or photos 
bringing the total to over 40 students. 

e The signal is printed at the same 
building as the Daily Republic, our 
Fairfield newspaper. About 1,700 
copies are printed per niondi and range 
from 28-30 pages long. The cost is around 
$600 per month.
